THE. LIQlOnR TRAREIC. 


The action which the town council 
has taken towards recuring a char re in 
the liquor law is, as everybody ows 
fully justified by the existing con tion 
of the traffic, They have startedi._the 
right direction, but it is only a start and 
it will require continuous action to bring 
about the desired change. 1t must be 
remembere. that the legislators of the 
East are not posmessel cf a surplus 
amount of knowledge uf the Northwest 
and therefore will not realize the trve 
state of things from the brief. and, we 
must say, somewhat vague resolution 
peesed by the council on Wednesday 
night, It will be necessary to have the 
matter laid before them in the plainest 
and most convineing manner in order to 
arouse them toa sense ef the import- 
ance of the question. it must be shown 
that there i+ nota man in the Territo 
ries to defend the permit system on any 
grounds, though there will be a distinct 
diff@heqce of opinion as to what system 
shall succeed it. 

It is the auty of every organized body 
to express an opinion on this subject 
and forward to Ottawa a memorial set- 
ting forth their views. If it is impossible 
to unite the prohibitionists with those 
in tavor of license on the question sepa- 
rate memorials should be prepared for 
each party and all possible signatures 
obtained thereto; and the more infor- 
mation about the actual state of the 
trafic the memorial contains the more 
eBective will it beat Ottawa. We look
